Of nil tho accomplishments of the old

It woflt out with the boarding pike drill, 
vtlnch was clung to in tbo navy of the 
United .States long after the navy of every 
other civilized nation had abandoned It as 
oJiBOlote. It was ten years ago that the 
art of embroidery and knitting, the mak- 
ing of fancy mats nnd the art of tailori--,;:, 
carried 
to its apotheosis, began to be 


dropped in tho navy of the United States. 
New ships, with n different sort of ro'itino 
work, now regulations as to clothing and 
shorter cruises woro the causes of it. 


The old suilor was "sui generis;'' so is 


tho now, but he is of different type. A 
navy sailor Is, Hns been and always must 
bo of a race apart. 
The sailor is horn of 


the exigencies of the sea service, and as 
thoso exigencies change so does hi-. 
Yet 


in all tho ages the true sailor must be a 
different, sort of creature from a landsman 


The change from one sort of n sailor to 


another sort was sudden in the United 
States navy because the building of the 
now navy was n thing conceived and car- 
ried out in so short a time 
In the old 


navy it sailor used constantly to hnndlo the 
uujjiplluntea imi^-M *j£ tliw i iKglxjg o* tho 
wooden ships. 
His eye was trained in 


looking at n network of ropes to eco just 
what function each one had in the whole 
scheme, and the threads stretched over n 
frame for making a piece of fancy work 
•were never more complicated than tbo 
mass of ropes aloft on a full rigged man- 
of-war. It was a part of his trade to knot 
and splice (as it is to some extent now, 
but nothing to what it used to be), and in 
his leisure moments it became easy foi 
him to make the most delicate und beauti- 
ful pieces of fancy work. 
Yet to a lands- 


man it was the most incongruous thing 
imaginable. 


Tho writer remembers once seeing an 


old sailor, hardened and seamed and beard- 
ed, the eurvivor of many a well fought 
battle of tho civil war, for nearly half a 
century tossed about by every sea that 
rolls and his face furrowed by the "hard 
glad weather" of every clime, come into 
the stateroom of an officer on a man-of- 
war and say,in avoice thatrumblcd some- 
where underneath the ship's keel, "Here's 
n pair o' tidies I made ye, sir," at the same 
time putting down two beautiful pieces of 
fancy work that would have delighted the 
heart of tho Instructors of needlework In 
n young ladies'boarding school. 
It did 


not seem possible that that old "Tarpaulin 
Jack" had made these things, but he had. 


What a, real sailor used most to glorify 


himself in was his embroidery. 
Sailors 


used to make their own clothes and embel- 
lish them with the most elaborate and 
beautiful needlework.

"The worth of small rubles—stones that 


are of loss than a corat—IB if anything 
rather lees than that of diamonds of a like 
description, but the rare occurrence of 
large specimens of that dark carmine tint 
whioh is looked upon as the sine qua non 
of » perfect ruby causes the value of these 
gems to increase in a far greater propor- 
tion than in the case of diamonds. Hubles 
weighing more than four oarate are so ex- 
ceptional that when a perfect one of five 
carats is brought to the market It will 
command ten times as high a sum as a 
diamond of the same weight, while rubles 
of six carats without orack or flaw and of 
the proper color would in all probability 
bring as high a price as $6,000 per carat, 
or 16 times »s much as a diamond of like 
size and faultlessness. 


"All over the east rubies are regarded 


with the greatest possible favor, and so it 
has been from the earliest times of which 
we huvo any record. The finest specimens 
«re found In Burma, and from time im- 
memorial It has been a law of that coun- 
try that all rubies of above a certain size 
are the property of the king, whoever may 
have been fortunate enough to find them. 
It is thought to this diuf there are oon- 
cealod in Burma amoljg the treasures 
whioh the British invasion caused to Be 
hidden away rubies of far greater size and 
value than any whioh have up to now 
been seen either In Europe or this country. 


"The law which gave fine rubles Co the 


ruler of the land has undoubtedly caused 
the destruction In modern times of many 
magnificent specimens of this gem, for the 
finders of larger stones than usual have, 
whenever the opportunity was favorable, 
brokon them into fragments, each weigh- 
ing less than a carat, to Insure thomsolvuu 
the possession of several rubies incompar- 
ably less valuable, it is true, than the 
original in which they were once united, 
but still their own instead of the king's." 
—Washington Star.

Bow the Old Chamois i>»cnei the Tonne- 


step to Jump. 


We had a full half hour to wait before 


the drive began and were rewarded by one 
of the prettiest and most interesting sights 
and lessons In natural history I have ever 
Been—namely, the night of an old chamois 
giving Its young kid a lesson In jumping. 
I must premise by mentioning that it is 
very difficult—in fact, Impossible—for any 
one but a very old hand to distinguish a 
buck chamois from a doe as they are mov- 
ing, and the rule Is not to shoot at a 
chamois if it has a kid with it, ae that Is a 
pretty sure sign It Is a doe. 


A few minutes after we had been seated 


quietly at our posts, and before the drive 
began the keeper called my attention to 
n chamois' head and neck which had sud- 
denly appeared on the sky line about 150 
yards off. It turned out to be a doe with 
a kid. They came along slowly, not at all 
thinking of danger and not in any way as 
yet disturbed by the drivers, who were a 
mile or two away and who had not yet be- 
gun to drive. 
They both came quietly 


down the steep mountain side until they 
came to a plaoe where there was a drop 
of about 13 feet, and then took place 
the following beautiful sljlit, whioh was 
also witnessed by S. and his jager from 
where they sat: The old ehamols jumped 
down, ns a matter of course, but the kid 
funked and would not follow. 
The old

Eskimo Bows and Arrows. 


As every one knows, the Eskimos, with 


very few exceptions, Inhabit a region 
whioh is perfectly treeless, or at any rate 
where nothing grows but pines and spruces 
whose soft, inelastic wood is entirely use 
less for making bows. 
They have over 


come this difficulty very effectively by fas 
tening along the back of the bow twisted 
cords of reindeer sinew in such a way tha 
each oord is stretched vshen the bow is 
bent and flies back when the bow string if 
released. As far as wo know, no other 
race of savages makes use of this ingenious 
contrivance. Some tribes of Indians are 
in the habit of stiffening their bows by 
"backing" them with strips of sinew, 
glued on, but the Eskimo backing 10 mad< 
of cords and tied on. As old Martin Fro- 
bisber, the first Englishman who ever saw 
the Eskimos, in 1677, tells us, "Their 
bowes are of wood of a yard long, sinewed 
on the back with strong sinewes, not glued 
too, but fast girded and tyed on." 


In some regions the Eskimos when first 


visited by white men were still using bows 
with a very simple booking, merely 20 or 
80 strands of twine running from one end 
of the bow to the other, twisted together 
tightly from the middle and tied down to 
the bow in two or three places. 
My 


friends a_f Point Barrow and along the ad- 
jacent coast, however, had gone on im- 
proving the bow until it was the best 
made by Eskimos anywhere.—John Mur- 
doch in Popular Science Monthly.
